It hag ostablished a pre- 
cadent as an authority on similar causes,” 


I might givo you the spawned venom 
of the monopolists of Chiengo as n gen- 
eral expression” of „roc poctable“ opine 
Jon. It is enough to know that in tlie 
interests of the “business” mon “Anarchal 
agitation must coase.” 

Having Anarchy on trial instond of 
Anarchists, what standard of authority 
have we to resort toto find out what 
Anarchy is? Do we go to the declarna- 
tion of principles ofen eect or party to 


find out what they believe, or to the 
jeers of thoir enemies? For tho use of 
the word Anarchy as a party name, we 
aro indebted to scholars: no ‘ess than 
the groatest lexicographer in the world, 
Littra Ho snys anarchy is from the 
Greek archo, to rule, and the alpha 
privative, without rile. And the disci- 
ples of Bukonuine and P'roudhon meant 
by it complete self-sovernment, The 
Quakers emphasized it ns a law unto 
themeelves and ens being opposed to all 
outward authority, It is nothiug new, 
but tho fultiilment of un old truth, Sam- 
nel Adams was un Anarchist to George 
III. ‘Thomas Jefferson was Anarchistic 
to the Fedoralists, Tho motto of Anarch- 
ists is Liberty, Equality und Fraternity,” 
Is this u very murderons design? ‘Then 
wo have been frightenod like a childin 
thedarkat our own bug-a-boo! If An- 
archista uso forco it is inthointurest of 
peace aud a free press and free speoct. 
i Now wo know what anarchy is; is it to 
be tried on its own definition, or is a 
ecare-crow Anarchy manufactured by 
bigots, aud prejudice, and monopoly, to 
be substituted instead? If so, thon 
what new party or sect could stand the 
ordeal? Jesus Christ could not stand it; 
they said, “away with lim!“ Paul could 
not stand it, for he appealed unto 


Cwsar, The Baptist denomination could 


ened by the Indians, The Quakers 
could not stand it, for Mary Dyer was 
hung. Jefferson Davis was not tried 


because twelvo men could not bo found 
in the United States who had not ex- 
l presset an opinion. Tho government 
ucknowledgce it can not couvict Mor. 


monism with Mormona on the jury, and 
so it thinks to arrive at justico by 
putting gentilos there. Could a Jow 
fairly try a Samaritan? or a slavcholder 
an Abolitionist? or the Spanish Inquisit- 
oreaheretic? So there was not a man 
in Chicago that was neutral on tho sub- 
ject of Anarchy, Iad a labor reformer 
got on that jury it would have probably 
hung. Hada law-aud-order man got on 
it ho would havo cehood tho verdict reu- 
dered. The prosecution know that as 
juries are usually mado up they had ten 
chances to the defense's one, They 
availed themselves of their opportunity. 
They know that cluarely was on trial 
and not Anarchists! The polico, the 
press, and enpital wont to work to manne 
faturo evidence. Bub why, ik anarchy 
was on trial und an Anarchist was, prima 
Jueie, n murderor, why go through the 
ſorm of atrial? Could not Anarchists 
bo identified? Only got enn Anarchist 
aud you have got the murderer. 

If thoy had dono this they would hayo 
been consistent, This they will yet do, 
only prove a man an Anarchist and they 
will have the perpetrator of nny crimo, 
Bat this summary procedure would not 
do for the first instance. They wanted 
aprecedeat through the form of law, 
And they got the precelont by Caxsrruo-

construction, With tho juror's idoa of 
Anarchy as defined by the headlines of 
tho Chicago dailies, they honestly 
thought that they wonld have thrown 
{he bomb had they been in their place, 
therefore they did throw the bon. 
Under the circumstances thoy (the An- 
urchists) might, could, would or should 
throw a bomb, therefore (hoy threw 
this ouo! It was a Constructive, accom. 
modation theory woll suited to the neca- 
sion, and to the publio sentiment of Chi- 
cago. The New York Zeitung stutos it 
thus; 


“Directly convicted of the deed of which 
they are acensed is none of these found 
guilty, © Nobody hnows who threw the fato- 
ful bomb, aud who the person was who lent 
ahelping hand. A verdiet of guilty would 
hordly have been brought in had not the 
representative citizens of Chieago been anx- 
fous for an opportunity to declaro in n way 
and manner that could not bo miaundersiood 
that they, na n whole, abhorred Anarchism, 
ita doctrines und its evidences of existence. 
Whatever direct connectiou thero might 
have been Letwoen tho necusod And the 
thrown bomb, they cencluded it was evident 
tho necused approved of the use of such ine 
fernul machines. Bomehudy connected 
with them was surely guilty, as to who il was 
they wero unable oxactly to any, but accord- 
ingfu an old saying, *Mitgefangen milye- 
hangen, they were caught together and 
hanged tugether."” 


And this was done just in opposition 
to the instructions to the jury. Judge 
Cary reiterntes that thore must he somo 
direct und specifie connection betwoon 
tho bomb thrown aud the defendants. 
Thoy must not “gaess,” nor suspect, nor 
imagino but know beyond all reasonablo 
doubt, that the defendants did adyise 
and counsel the throwing of this very 
bomb. It would not do to sny that be- 
cause tho ucfeudants may have advised 
it, therefore when tho vielen c camo it 
was tho result of such advice, It was 
not enough to warrant the conviction 
of Lingg that he might havo manufac 
tured tho fatal bomb. Neither was it 
enough to convict that the defendants 
adyised generally the commission in 
certain contingeucies of acts amounting 
to crimes” Thero must bo a direct, 
positive agreement between tho dofend- 
antaand tho thrower of the bomb. 

Now, nobody knows who threw tho 
bomb. It / have been an emissary 
of capital; it muy Lave been somo vicious 


capital, it aay have been un infuriated 
. Cormiele striker; it may have been un 
Anureliat and yet not bo within toe de- 
fiudeut: knowledge. Curtaialy the in-

Nothing could havo bern 
moro suleidal or foolish for thom tg do. 
After these men aro Lung then the real 
bomb thrower will nriso and say that 
thera was no connection, counsel or ad- 
vico hetwaon him and the defendants, 
but that it wag n spontancous bomb indi- 
gonons withtho situation on May ith, 
But this 1a not the ond of this Con- 
struction business. It is mdeflnable, 
thore is no telling whero it can stop, 
This article may constructively bo the 
moausof the throwing of another bomb 
then I ama conspirator, Nobody is safe.

It 20,000 dio in Now York elity Lecauso 
of the difference in mortality between 
the land tenure of the Vive Points and 
Fifth Avonnoe, then Astor is responsible 
for the murder of those 20,000 poopla 
Ifthe usury system whieh Jay Gould is 
running, steals seven-tonths of overy 
workingman's wages, then Jay Could is 
tho greatest constructive criminal of the 
ninoteonth century, According to the 
coustructive yerdictof the jury, that 
position of the Anarchists is right! Uf 
tho class legislation, the charlored privi- 
leges, the land rubbers, tho money mo- 
lized government is what the Anarchists 
claim, then if ought fo be blown up. 
Pro hoe propler hoe, there vory hot- 
lrained Anarchists nro the products! 
Tho commercial system of Chiongo nud 
Ha abottora sre tho equal original uc- 
complices nud conspirators who kill 
people daly by hundreds aud muke 
most all petty criminals nocessary! 
Walk up and take your own modicine!

Woll, wo have had Putnam not he of 
tho wolf-story fame, but amore justly 
ronowned man—Sanuel P, Putnam, poet, 
novolist, philosopher and orator, In tho 
Jatter capacity ho has just mado his 
maik in Valley Halls, a mark that we 
trust will not soon bo effaced or erased, 

Wo havo not time nor space lo give ov- 
en u brief synopsis of the four discourses 
elivered by Mr. P. in the Opera House 
and City Park, but will just say that we 
wero spocially pleased with tho very pros 
nounced Autonomistle drift of tho entire 
courso Partionlarly in his locturo onti» 
tled, American Democracy, in whieh he 
took for hin text the Nino Demuncls of, 
Liberalism, bo most eloarly nud emphat- 
feally put himsolf on record as opposed 
to "all paternalistic government,’ op- 
posod to “all gavernmont by authority,” 
Again and aguin ho plantod himself ou 
tho firm Individualistio ground that “all 
just powers of government aro dorivod 
from tho consent of the governed,” and 
that the only source of power and av. 
thority in govornment is the individual 
gitizen, This, us our readers well know, 
ia prociscly the ground taken by the odl- 
tors of Luuctrer during tho past flva or 
six yonrs, Follow these premises to 
their logical landings and wo maintain 
thero will not bo much left of our prosent 
stute and national guvernmonta, Threo- 
fourths if not nino-tonths of our present 
stato aud notional tawas givotho lie direct 
to the principlo onuneiatod in the state: 
ment that tho individunl citizen is the 
only sourco af law and government in 
{horo United States of America, 

Whilo oxprossing our gratification at 
this emphatio endorsement by the leo- 
turer of the autonomistio platform, wo 
urosomowhnt set ubnek by one at tho 
workers in Lrowen's oflico, who says! 
“Yes, yes, Putnam's talk wna atl right 
till he gave away the whole thing by no-

Chicago is rapidly becoming a miniature Russia. 
Free speech and free press are now dreams or memo- 
ries o£ the past. Seven men have been condemned to 
death, not for what they did but for what they sam. 
The jury manipulated or coached by two men (accord: 
ing to the confession of one of these two) brought in 
a verdict directly contrary to the instructions of the 
court, And it the court had instructed for conviction 
under the evidence, it would not have helped the mat- 
ter, It may safely be assumed that the verdict is ut- 
terly unparalleled in this country. And yet so 
hesotted, or rather we should say, so insanely eager 
for vengeance is the average American that a very 
large majority of newspapers that come to, our X table 
not only approve the verdict but applaud nnd honor 
the men who so promptly agreed to deliver it. Some 
of these papers even gloat ever {he doom of the con- 
demned men, with what would seem a veritable fiend- 
ish glee. The Kansas City Times, for instance, 
protests against a new trial and urges that the con- 
demned men should “eat their thanksgiving dinner in 
spirit land,” aud wants to know il any one hus noticed 
tho sprouting of wings” from the shoulders of the 
prisoners.

simply venture to say that in our humble opinion if 
the people of Minois allow the condemned socinlists to 
be hung it will be like the sowing of dragons teeth in 
tLe fable, The planting in the ground ot those seven 
Anarchists so-called, unwise and misgyided as they 
may have been, will bring forth enemies to the state 
and to Chicago a hundred fold in numbers, power and 
vindictiveness; and if the result should be that in less

Considered ns a Moral Force or Pactor in Suit“ 

It is estimated that about cighty thousand men in 
these United States, (not vounting the few women 
shepherds or shepherdesses) aro engaged in the voca» 
tion or avocation of clergyman, ‘The standing army 
of the United States numbers 25,000 men, if we mis- 
take not, This large force of non-producers is sus - 
tained at an annual expense of several millions of dol- 
lars, every dollar of which must be paid, sooner or la- 
ter, by the e the musele-workers of the coun 
try. This large tax upon the producers is paid without 
much protest or murmur, because most men regard a 
national polig force as a necessary evil—an unavoid- 
able burden. 


Tho clergy constitute a standing winy of non-pro- 
ducers about threo times as large as the national po- 
lice force just spoken of, and costs the people, in 
direct and indirect taxes, perhaps threo times as much, 
This burden is also borne by the workers, and, for the 
most part willingly, because they regard this largo 
standing army of olergynien as a necessary polico force 
to guard the morals of society against vicious intlu- 
ences of all kinds. In addition to this consideration, 
itis true that many believe the clergy to be useful and 
necessary as insurance agents against fire in the next 
world, but since belief in an angry God, a burning 
hell and an ahnighty devil is now only found among 
theignorant und superstitions, we may safely assume 
that the clergy are tolerated and paid by the intelli- 
gent classes of the community malnly if not wholly bo- 
cause of a prevalent belief that they constitute a most 
powerful breakwater against the inroads of vice, 

In as brief spaco as possible wo propose to examine 
this claim that the clergy are the guardians and chief 
romoters of morality, What is morality? Etymo- 
logicaliy and by common acceptance it means the du- 
ties that men owe to cach other, In tho broad scuse 
it includes everything that promotes human happiness 
aud well-being in this world. That which promotes 
human happiness tr the here and now, is moral, and that 
which produces unhappiness is immoral, By common 
consent it is agreed that most of the miseries of man- 
kind, most of the unhappiness and therefore most of 
the immorality, arises from the meusion af euch other's 
rights, IIenee he is the most moral man who least in- 
rades his neighbor's rights. This pete has long 
sings been crystallized or incarnated in what is known 
as tho Golden Rule: Do not unto others what ye 
would not that they should do unto you—or, afirma- 


tively, Do unto others as yo would that they should 
do unto yon 
ried by this rule how stand the clergy? Do they 


always advocate Reciprocity—equal rights in all 
things? Take our Sunday Jaws. Naturo makes no 
differenge in days of the week, and hence those who 
have have no religion but that which naturo teaches 
believe that what is right to do on Monday is also 
rightto do on Sanday. But our laws make a differ- 
cnee in days of tho week. Certain acts are declared 
to be criminal on Sanday that are reckoned to bo right 
and proper on other days. Who aro responsible for 
the Sunday laws? Outside of theology there is 
no basis for compulsory Sunday observances. Then 
tho teachers of dheology—that is, the clergy are ros- 
ponsible for these Jaws that invado the natural, tho equal 
rights of the citizens. : i 
Again: We have hero in Kansas laws that invade 
the natural right of men to make, buy, selt and drink 
certain liquors, Men aro subjected to fine, imprison- 
ment and loss of property for no crime whatever ex- 
cept a law-made or constructive one. Who is it that 
iy chiefly responsible for the enactment and attempted 
enforcement of these invasive laws? No citizen of 
Kansas needs to be told that this prohibition craze is 
substantially a church movement. It is the clergy, 
far more than any other class of citizens, that are res- 
iponsible for legislation in Kansas that would disgrace 


the worst despotism in Europe today. The position 
(of Lrcirku on the liquor question needs not be repeat. 
‘ed here, further than to say that while we labor by all 
righteous means to lessen the evils of inebriety we 
feel sure that the cause of true temperance has no 
greater enemy today than this clerico-politico erusade 
‘known as the Prohibition legislation. 11.
